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ive Analytical Notes 


While the objective of both ATM #9 and the updates in this package is to 
provide data and key parameters for studying the age-sex distribution in 
Canada, a few analytical notes concerning the national level may be in 


Place here. 


The national series for Canada as a whole (P.2, Line No. 1 of this 
package, and P.12 of ATM #9) reveals the extent of the aging process over 
the last decade. During the period 1966/76 the proportion of children 
(0-14) declined from almost one third (32.9%) to just above one quarter 
(25.62), reflecting a loss of 700,000 in absolute numbers. Over the 

same period, the proportion of aged persons (65+) jumped by 12, from 7.7% 

to 8.7Z, reflecting an increase of almost 500,000. For the period 1971/76, 
these dramatic changes are shown in the graphic presentation on P. 7 of 


this package. 


The changes affecting children and aged persons are rendered even more 
vivid via the aged-to-child ratio. The 1976 figure of 0.34 reflects a 
ratio of roughly one aged person to every three children, compared with 


the 1966 figure of 0.23, or one aged person to every four or five children. 


The adult population (15-64) constituted almost 66% of Canada's 1976 
population, compared with only 59% in 1966. In absolute terms, this change 
eters an increase by well over 3 million persons. As a consequence, the 
aged dependency watio (aged persons/adults) was virtually unchanged over 
the last decade (1966: 0.130, 1976: 0.133) notwithstanding the increase of 
the aged population in both relative and absolute terms. Furthermore, the 


child dependency ratio (children/adults) fell substantially over the same

period, from 0.56 to 0.39. This resulted in the sharp decline shown by 
the total dependency ratio (children + aged persons/adults), the figures 


being 0.52 for 1976 and 0.68 for 1966. 


Another parameter which dramatizes the extent of the changes in the 


Canadian age structure, 1966/76, is the median age. Over the last decade, 
this measure increased by 2.3 years, from 25.5 to 27.8; over the period 


1971/76 alone, the increase was 1.5 years. 


Note, in this connection, that the series for 1851-1976 reveals that the 
proportion of adults and aged:persons as well as the aged dependency ratio, 
the aged-to-child ratio and the median age all recorded in 1976 their highest 
level ever. Similarly, the proportion of children, the child dependency ratio 


and the total dependency ratio all recorded their lowest level ever. 


Noteworthy is the fact that the 1976 data agree completely with the 1976 
population projection made on the basis of the 1971 census data and the 
assumptions of "low mortality", "low fertility" and net migration of 60,000 


persons (AT™ #9, P.35, "Assumption 3"). 
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
